County Supervisor Says 
Project Will Be 
Given ‘Top Priority 
in Road Bond Issue 
Program.’ 


St. Louis county’s full co-oper- 
ation in providing highway ac- 
cess to the proposed industrial 
park in Columbia Bottoms was 
promised today by County Su- 
pervisor James H, J. McNary. 

McNary, who is in Florida re- 
cuperating from an. illness, said 
in a telephoned statement that 
the matter of providing an ade- 
quate road to the area will be ‘“‘a 
top priority project in our forth- 
coming road bond issue pro- 
gram.” 


McNary joined Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker and other mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment in 
approving the Industrial Park 
Corp.’s decision to go ahead 
with its efforts to develop Co- 
lumbia Bottoms, despite. an ad- 
verse report by a research firm. 


Tucker said yesterday that he 
would recommend that the city 
grant a three-year extension of 
the corporation’s option on the 
city-owned 4000-acre tract. The 
present three-year option, calling 
for a selling price of $1,260,000 


to the corporation, will expire on | — 4: 


July 14, 1961. 
Terms of Report. 

The adverse recommendation 
on the Columbia Bottoms project 
was contained in a report by 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., a Cam- 
bridge (Mass.) research firm. 


The report said St. Louis lacks 

“a national reputation as a dy- 
namic environment for business 
growth” and also has a reputa- 
tion, admittedly unjustified, for 
labor-management friction. 

The highway access to Colum- 
bia Bottoms referred to by 
McNary is a three-mile stretch 
along’ the line of Strodtman road 
which would connect U.S. High- | 
way 67, on the west, with the 
industrial park site. 

This improvement was part of 
a county road bond program 
approved by voters in 1955, but 
the funds have been insufficient 
to start the project. McNary 
has said a new bond issue will 
be proposed. 

The Strodtman road connec- 
tion would be one of three pro- 
posed highways considered es- 
sential to success of the devel- 
opment. The others are Fedefal 
Interstate Expressway 270, which 
would cross the Mississippi on a 
bridge north of Chain of Rocks 
bridge and connect with the 
Mark Twain Expressway near 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, and a 
north-south six-lane state high- 
way along the west side of the 
industrial park, connecting with 
Expressway 270 and the city. 

John D. Kerr Jr., director of 
industrial development for the 
Chamber of Commerce of Metro- 
politan St. Louis, which estab- 
lished the Industrial Park Corp., 
said another obstacle in connec- 
tion with the plan is the current 
delay in going ahead with Inter- 
state 270. 

Construction of 270, which 
would be part of the so-called 
Circumferential Highway, has 
been put off because of a reduc- 
tion in federal funds. Also, there 
is a stil] unresolved dispute over 
the height of the proposed new 
Mississippi river bridge.

Builder Makes Second 
Change After View

The height of three proposed 
luxury apartment buildings on 
the St. Louis riverfront has been 
curtailed again to 275 feet each, 


the Post-Dispatch today. 

Kitchen said the new plans are 
agreeable to him, to architect 
Eero Saarinen and to Conrad L. 
Wirth, director of the National 
Park Service in Washington. 

Saarnien designed the 590-foot 
stainless steel arch which will 
be built on the riverfront. He 
has urged that the entire river- 
front area be beautified and de- 
veloped in such a way as to 
complement the arch and the 
rest of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial. 

The new plans for the apart- 
ment buildings represent the sec- 
ond change since Kitchen pro- 
| posed the project. At first, he 


each 450 feet high. 

There were objections that the 
buildings might detract from the 
arch, so Kitchen changed the 
plans to three 36-story ‘ struc- 
tures, each 349 feet tall. 

Wirth and Saarinen still felt 
| that the buildings were too high 
to complement the arch, how- 
ever, so Kitchen has now re- 
| duced them another 74 feet, he 

said today. 

‘1 Can Live With It,’

Kitchen said the 275-foot fig- 
ure was approved when Mayor

| he will formally ask the City 
Plan Commission to approve the 
new height within the next 10 
days. 

Construction under the new 
plans would cost roughly the 
same as the two 40-story build- 
ings would have cost, about 
$40,000,000, Kitchen said. About 
the same number of apartments 
as originally planned are still 
contemplated, Kitchen added. 

The first plans included about 
960 units. However, when Kitch- 
en announced the change to 
three 36-story buildings, he said 
a study had shown a greater de- 
mand for apartment facilities 
than he had anticipated. The 
revised plans called for another 
380 units. 


Suggests Timetable. 

If all goes well, Kitchen said, 
the first of the three apartment 
buildings could be completed in 
April, 1963. He suggested this 
timetable: : 

The plans must be approved by 
the City Plan Commission, the 
Mayor and the Board of Alder- 
men. A contract with the city 
could be completed in mid-April. 
Fifteen months would be re- 
quired to complete Federal 
Housing Administration process- 
ing and the final plans and spe- 
cijications. 

It would take two months to | 
let contracts and another 15 
months to complete the first 
building. 

Kitchen said the structures 
would be built one at a time. 
The timetable for construction of 
the other two proposed buildings 
will depend on the demand for 
apartments.

TOULON, France, Dec. 18 
(UPI) — President Eisenhower 
declared on arrival in France 
today that the Allies are stronger 
than ever before and prepared to 
negotiate peace “from a position 
of strength.” 

Mr. Eisenhower landed at 
France’s main naval base on the 
Mediterranean en route to the 
Western summit conference in 
Paris. Without mentioning diffi- 
culties in French-American rela- 
tions, he said “the underlying 
respect of the two nations 
(France and America) for each 
other has never lessened, and 
because of that we are stronger 
today.” 

“This nation, under the leader- 
ship of Gen. De Gaulle—and our 
nation — are stronger for the

STEEL CONCERNS 
FACE THREAT OF 


UMW . Head Says He 
Will Seek Contempt 
Citation Unless They 
Bargain. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18 (AP) — 
David J. McDonald, president of 
the United Steelworkers. of 
America, said today his union 
will take court action if néces- 
sary to force steel companies to 
bargain individually with the 
USW. 

McDonald told'a press confer- 
ence the union on Dec. 10 asked 
individual companies to resume 
talks on a company-wide basis, 
but has received no reply. 

He said if industry leaders do 
not accede to his demands, the 
union will seek contempt action 
in federal court. 

Arthur J. Goldberg, U.S.W. gen- 
eral counsel, said that under the 
Taft-Hartley law companies are 
“obligated to deal individually 
because our contracts are com- 
pany-wide, not industry-wide.” 

Proposal Submitted. 


McDonald said the union sub- 
mitted a revised proposal for 
settlement to individual com- 
panies. 

The 10-point union proposal 
contains the principal features 
of the Kaiser Steel Co. settle- 
ment, but would cost other com- 
panies slightly more than the 
Kaiser pact. 

The 20-month contract pro- 
posal would provide hospital and 
surgical coverage for retired 
employes and their wives, simi- 
lar to a provision in the can in- 
dustry settlement. 

Pension benefits, a ‘supple- 
mentary unemployment benefit 
plan, and a 7-cent general wage 
increase with a two-tenths of a 
cent increase in job class in- 
crements, effective July 1 next 
year, follow the Kaiser pattern. 

Also, similar to Kaiser terms, 
| are proposals for protecting em- 
ployes from automation by a 
special severance allowance, 
committee composed of industry, 
union and the public.

HOUSTON, Tex., Dec. 18—Gov. 
‘Nelson’ A. Rockefeller said. yes- 
terday he does not think adequate 
progress in school’ ‘integration 
has been made under the Eisen- 

hewer Administration: 

He explained that he is not 
satisfied with the rate of prog- 
ress in terms of the’ goal of 
achieving “freedom and equal 
opportunities for all people.’’ He 
added, however, that he could 
understand why integration has 
not advanced rapidly in some 
areas. 

The New York Governor, who 
is expected to become a candi- 
date for the Republican nomina- 
tion for President, discussed 
school desegregation and state’s 
rights in press conferences here 
and in Dallas yesterday and in 
Oklahoma City on Wednesday. 

Highly Controversial. 

Both issues are still highly 
controversial in Texas and Okla- 
homa. Houston is the largest 
city in the country with segre- 
gated schools. 

Rockefeller visited the South- 
west as part of his seven-state 
tour to sound out political senti- 
ment before deciding whether to 
challenge Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon for the G.O.P. 
Presidential nomination. 

He will wind up the tour later 
tqday in Miami, Fla., and ex- 
pects to announce his decision 
early in January. 

Declaring that he strongly be- 
lieves in state’s rights, Rocke- 
feller said he thought most ra- 
cial problems can be solved at 
the state level, “but the princi- 
pal thing is for the states to 
step up and solve them.” 

Asked what his stand would be 
on lynchings, denials of the right 
to vote and bombings of churches 
and _ Synagogues, the Governor

Mr. Eisenhower's statement, a 
reaffirmation of his faith in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, indicated he was ready to 
patch things up with De Gaulle 
in. their face-to-face meeting 
tomorrow in Paris. Among the 
things they have to. discuss is 
the United States charge that 
France has weakened NATO by 
refusing to co-operate fully with 
it. 

Mr, Etisenhower landed here 
from the cruiser Des Moines 
after a leisurely three-day cruise 
| from Athens, marked only by a 
brief stopover in Tunis. He 
appeared well-rested and fit for 
the three days of negotiations 
starting in Paris tomorrow. 


He received a mighty Welcome 
as he drove through town. He 
hoarded De. Gaulle’s private 
gold and silver decorated train 
for the nine-hour trip to Paris 
and a greeting tonight by De 
Gaulle. 

Steel Barriers. 

The President stood bare- 
headed in the car as he sped 
through the streets of Toulon 
past ranks of cheering French- 
men crowded behind steel police 
barriers. There were banners 
proclaiming ‘‘Welcome to Ike’”’ 
and shouts of “Vive Ike.” 


Mr. Eisenhower was greeted 
in the name of De Gaulle by 
State Minister Louis Jacquinot 
who said the whole of France 
praised his ‘“‘ardor in the defense 
of peace.” 

Secretary of State Christian 
Herter and United States Am- 
bassador to France Amory 
Houghton also came down from 
Paris to escort Mr. Eisenhower 
back. They planned to brief the 
President on recent NATO de- 
velopments during the 550-mile 
ride to Paris. 

Mr. Eisenhower, who reviewed 
units of the United States Sixth 
Fleet 35 miles offshore while 
jet planes from the carrier Sara- 
toga flashed overhead, went 
ashore at 1:23 p.m. (6:23 a.m. 
St. Louis time).

crisis between the two countries. 

He offered to meet Indian 
Prime Minister Nehru in China 
or Rangoon, Burma, on Dec. 26 
to discuss the dispute. 

Chou’s offer was made in a 
note to Nehru, broadcast by 
Peiping radio and monitored 
here. 

Nehru had rejected an earlier 
proposal by Chou for talks be- 
cause he said he would not ne- 
gotiate while Chinese troops re- 
mained on Indian soil. 

Chou today renewed China’s 
claim to several areas of the 
disputed frontier territory. But 
he offered to pull back Chinese 
troops from Longju if India did 
the same, and to extend the pull- 
back to other areas. 


Conciliatory Spirit. 

“The Chinese government, in 
a conciliatory spirit and out of 
the desire to move toward the 
withdrawal of armed forces 
along the entire borders, is pre-.

Touhy had maintained through- 
out his legal fight for freedom 
from prison that the kidnaping 
of Factor was a hoax conceived 
to prevent Factor’s extradition 
to England to face charges of 
defrauding investors of $7,500,- 
000. Factor never was extra- 
dited, However, he served six 
years of a 10-year prison sen- 
tence after conviction in 1942 
of fraud in a whisky warehouse 
receipt deal. 

Ray Brennan, a Sun-Times ,re- 
porter and co-author of Touhy’s 
biography, also testified. He said 
Touhy had considered Factor as

Atropine Put in Salt 
Shakers in Radio 
Free Europe Cafe- 
teria in Munich. 


HEIDELBERG, Germany, Dec. 
18 (AP)—The United States 


Army charged today that the 


Czechoslovak vice consul at Salz- 
burg, Austria, provided a Com- 
munist agent with the poison 


found in salt shakers at the cafe- 
teria of Radio Free Europe in 
Munich. 

“The Army Counter-intelligence 
investigation shows that Jaroslav 
Nemec, a vice consul at the 
Czech consulate in Salzburg, 
Austria, on Nov, 16 gave a Com- 
munist agent salt shakers con- 
taining atropine for placement 
in the R.F.E. cafeteria in Mu- 
nich,” an official Army state- 
ment said. 

“The agent was told that the 
shakers contained a ‘mild laxa- 
tive,’’’ the Army said. 

“Clinical analysis, however, 
proved that they contained atro- 
pine in sufficient quantity to 
cause serious illness, the degree 
of which would depend upon the 


‘salt’ consumed.” 
Tip Received. 


Disclosure of the plot against 
the private, American-financed 
station, which broadcasts anti- 
Communist propaganda, was 
made Wednesday by its Euro- 
pean director, Erik Hazelhoff of 
Mount Kisco, N. Y. 

He said he had notified United 
States and West German authori- 
ties after being tipped that the 
poison had been put in salt shak- 
ers at the station’s cafeteria 
Nov. 21. 

United States Army and West 
German officials at first denied 
they’ knew anything about the 
plot. 

Hazelhoff said in his announce- 
ment that a “foreign Communist 
power” was behind the alleged 
poisoning but refused to identify 
the country. He said only that it 
was planned by a Communist 
diplomat stationed in Western 
Europe. 

Cafeteria Closed. 
Hazelhoff said an R.F.E. em- 


had been working with the Com- 
munists, informed him of the 
plot. The director said none of 
the station’s 1200 employes was 
poisoned but that he ofdered 
the” cafetéria'“¢losed’’ after the 
discovery. The cafeteria was re- 
opened yesterday. 

The Army did not say what 
action might be taken against 
the Czech diplomat or if a pro- 
test would be made to the gov- 
ernment in s/ustria, his. host 
country.

DETROIT PAPER

DETROIT, Dec. 18 (AP)—The 
Detroit News today challenged 
United States district court 
judges to hold its editor in con- 
tempt by disclosing details of a 
suit four of. six’ judges “had. or- 
dered suppressed? The Detroit 
Times and ‘the “Detroit. Free 
Press, in effect, did the same 
thing. 

All three Detroit dailies print- 
ed names and some other details 
in the suit. The News challenged 
contempt action in a page-one 
editorial entitled “a freedom 
test.”’ “ 

Chief Judge Theodore Levin of 
the eastern district of Michigan 
and three associates joined 
Wednesday in signing a formal 
rule authorizing suppression of 
all details in pending civil law- 
suits. 

Court’s ‘Inherent Power.’ 


Judge Levin said the judges 
acted under what he termed “‘the 
inherent power’ of the court. 
The rule provides that attorneys 
may ask the court to suppress a 
suit and that, if any judge so 
orders, the clerk: ‘‘Shall prevent 
all persons from having access 
to any of the papers ip the suit, 
except those persons designated 
in the suit.” 

The newspapers reported the 
suit involves an architectural 
and engineering firm, differences 
among its top executives and 
division of’: funds.

The Goal Is Real Growth 


Your recent editorial, “Growth, 
Not Inflation,” warned the Demo- 
cratic Advisory Council that reduc- 
ing interest rates by destroying the 
Federal Reserve's independence and 
allowing pegged government bond 
Prices can result only in an enor- 
mous expansion of the money sup- 
ply with resultant inflation. 


The crux of the matter is then 
reached with the statement that ac- 
celerated economic growth should 
be achieved without inflation. This 
concerns two of the three basic eco- 
nomic goals which must be main- 
tained if America is to keep its 
free economic system. These are: 
(1) growth of real income; (2) sta- 
bility of both prices and employ- 
ment; (3) freedom from pressure 
groups (ie., financial interests, la- 
bor, management, etc.) 

Growth of real income (common- 
ly measured by adjusted Gross Na- 
tional Product figures) can be 
achieved at the same time as price 
stability and desirable employment 
stability (ie., near full employ- 
ment). 

Inflation and sustained economic 
growth are not compatible. Every- 
one must admit capital for plant 
and inventory expansion must be 
added to the economic system 
(either communistic, socialistic or 
capitalistic) to foster growth of real 
income. 


With inflation and expectations of 
continued inflation, the capitalistic 
free enterprise system allows in- 
vestors. to choose the investment 
which promises the maximum re- 
turn of real income. Thus, today, 
I and my friends buy stocks rather 
than savings bonds or large fixed 
value life insurance contracts. The 
“big money” boys are doing much 
the same thing—investing in stocks 
or real estate to hedge against 
inflation. 


This is a misallocation of capital, 
depriving its use for new homes, 
all levels of government and most 
plant growth. The economic growth 
of America is thus partially misdi- 
rected and as inflation continues 
will become more misdirected. The 
result can be nothing but a ae 
day of reckoning will come with 
either a‘ communistic defeat or a 
depression. Either of these results 
will not be beneficial to American 
progress. 

To aid in achieving real economic 
growth, I ask that all concerned do 
everything possible to stop infla- 


tion, of whether it is the 
galloping or creeping variety.

How Much Risk? 


How much risk, if any, do Americans want 
to take with foods and cosmetics containing 
chemicals suspected of causing cancer? 

That is the question which has been posed 
in recent weeks by the withdrawal from the 
market of cranberries containing residues of 
a weed-killer, and poultry containing residues 
of a hormone-like drug used for fattening. 
Still earlier it was raised in the withdrawal 
by the Food and Drug Administration of cer- 
tain colors used on oranges and in lipstick. 


Secretary Flemming of Health, Education 
and Welfare, who directed the cranberry and 
poultry withdrawals, now serves notice that 
the Administration will ask Congress next 
month to tighten the laws against cancer-sus- 
pect chemicals. | 

It will seek elimination of a “grandfather 
clause” in a 1958 amendment through which 
processors who had previously received per- 
mission to use now-suspect substances may 
continue using them unless the Government 
can prove they cause cancer. These sub- 
stances are already denied by law to proces- 
sors who had not been permitted to use them 
before the amendment was passed. The 
change sought would merely put all on an 
equal basis. ' 

A second tightening of the law which the 
Administration will request would extend to 
colors the new provisions against cancer-sus- 
pect chemicals already applying to foods. 

Scientists at the National Cancer Institute 
have been urging for a long while that any 
chemical suspected of causing cancer should 
not be used in or on the human body. 

There are, however, two schools of thought 
about it, and probably will continue to be as 
long as knowledge of cancer remains in its 
present uncertain state. 

The Food and Drug Administration, for in- 
stance, despite its departmental boss, Secre- 
tary Flemming, is not happy about the prohi- 
bitions being raised. It prefers, where possi- 
ble, to set tolerances, or limits on the amounts 
to be used. 

It is assumed that these tolerances will be 
safe, but no one can be sure they will be. 
Minute intakes could be dangerous if they 
accumulate in the body—and scientists are 
unsure whether they do or not. The conse- 


‘quences might not—probably would not—be- 


come apparent for many years. Even then 
it might not be possible to trace effect to 
cause. These are not open-and-shut matters 
such as can be proved or disproved in a 
court of law. 

Our own belief is that Secretary Flemming 
is taking the sensible cure—the only: safe 
course in the light of mankind’s imperfect 
knowledge. 


The Council Moves on Traffic 


The County Council has agreed to co-oper- 
ate with the County Traffic Commission in 
carrying out certain recommendations for 
traffic improvement contained in the Singer 
report. 

This is an encouraging sign that the 
thoughtfully-prepared report, drafted by a 
group headed by former Council Chairman 
James A. Singer with the assistance of Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute, at last may be 
examined and tested on its merits. 

The traffic recommendations made by the 
Singer committee will strike most motorists 
as plain common sense for a county of 98 
individual municipal jurisdictions. They are 
based on the simple principle that in matters 
of county-wide concern, such as traffic con- 
trol, the county government can provide a 
service that not one of ifs municipalities ever 
could provide, and that it ought to take steps 
to do so. 

Accordingly, the report suggests that the 
Council pave the way for a county-wide com- 
prehensive traffic plan and, on the basis of 
that plan, designate through highways with- 
out regard for municipal boundaries. The 
Council then would assume responsibility for 
construction and maintenance of those roads. 
It would seek power to regulate traffic and 
install traffic-control devices on these roads 
and, pending the time when it enjoyed suffi- 
cient power, would take the lead in seeking 
to persuade municipal officials to put the 
county plan into effect voluntarily. 

This program will take leadership, both in 
the Council and from Supervisor McNary, Mr, 
McNary should lead in seeing that the basic 
plan is drafted and properly financed, and 
that the municipal officials are persuaded to 
accept it. And he should lead in seeing that 
the necessary legislation is prepared for the 
next session of the General Assembly. Given 
leadership by Mr. McNary and co-operation 
from the Council, the county’s traffic prob- 
lems should be susceptible to solution. 


Chicago—Old Style 

Someone got Roger Touhy in Chicago 
Wednesday night in the old gangster style, 
ambushed him while he was walking with 
his bodyguard and mowed down both men in 

a shotgun fusillade. The authorities, local 
and federal, responded in the old style, too. 
They theorized about Capone gangsters get- 
ting their revenge at long last, and about the 
Black Hand silencing a man who had talked 
too much. This made old-style headlines, but 
it did not explain very much. © 

There is more theorizing than usual in 
Touhy’s case because with the help of Ray 
Brennan, a reporter, he wrote a book called 
“The Stolen Years.” Its main theme is that 
he was “framed” for a kidnaping hoax actual- 
ly arranged by the victim, “Jake the Barber” 
Factor. 

In 1954 Federal Judge John P. Barnes or- 
dered Touhy’s release from prison on the 
ground that Touhy had been convicted on 
perjured testimony with the full knowledge 
of Daniel Gilbert, the man who used to be 
called “the world’s richest policeman” and 
who was chief investigator for the then State’s 
Attorney and now Judge Thomas J. Courtney. 
The decision was over-ruled.on the ground 
that Touhy had not exhausted his remedies 
in the state courts, but no higher tribunal has 
said that Judge Barnes erred in his findings. 

So Touhy, ealled “The Terrible” in his 
prime, went hack to Stateville to remain there 
until he was paroled a little more than three 
weeks ago. There was not much heartbreak 
in Chicago about this since the man’s record 
was bad enough.’ 

What is discouraging—and net only in Chi- 
cago—is that so many of the old-style gang- 
sters are not in prison. Some of them now 
are in “legitimate” business and live swank- 
ily in swank suburbs. Others afe furtively 

associated with what is vaguely called “the 
syndicate,” involved in crooked 
gambling 


shake-down labor outfits and other - 


odorous pursuits. Yet if half of what is re 
ported about these characters is true, they 
certainly ought to be behind strong bars. 

Here is the contemporary shame of the 
city. Will the investigation of Touhy’s killing 
bring about a change? Or will the story be 
read with the old-style eagerness and forgot- 
ten with the old-style indifference? 


Bourguiba and Eisenhower 

During President Eisenhower's visit to Tu- 
nisia he talked with North Africa’s most rea- 
sonable statesman, President Bourguiba. The 


talk was largely about the Algerian war, and » 


the two men probably said more than is re- 
flected in their discreet communique. Yet 
that was clear enough in its indorfsement of 
President De Gaulle’s offer of freedom, and 
in its stress ‘on the importance of “the achieve- 
ment of. self-determination by African and 
Asian peoples.” 

Bourguiba was in French prisons before he 
negotiated the liberation of his own country 
with former Premier Mendes-France, but he. 
does not indulge in attacks on France any 
more than Nehru rants against Britain. He 
knows the value of a free association with 
Paris, and he is ready to help in the achieve- 
ment of a reasonable settlement between 
France and Algeria. An end to the war is of 
first-rank importance to him because the Tu- 
nisfans sympathize wholeheartedly with the 
Algerians, and because his own forces are not 
powerful enough to keep the rebels from hid- 
ing in the Tunisian hills. More importantly, 
he regards the war as a tragically wasteful 
obstacle to the development of North Africa. 

Undoubtedly the information supplied by 
Bourguiba will help Mr. Eisenhower to dis- 
cuss Algeria realistically and diplomatically 
in his visit to France. Nobody, of course, 
expects a De Gaulle-Eisenhower communique 
to proclaim an end of the war. But the Presi- 
dent may be able to give the bit of persuasive 
counsel which seems necessary to break the 
stalemate. If, as one hopes, the Bourguiba- 
Eisenhower conversation brings this about, it 
will have been of the utmost value to their 
countries and to the anti-Communist bloc. 


Action on a Jury’s Report 

The St. Louis Housing Authority has moved 
with commendable dispatch to carry out the 
grand jury’s recommendations for improved 
tenant protection at the Pruitt, Vaughn and 
Igoe public housing projects. A private plant 
protection firm has been hired to deploy 20 
men and five dogs in the buildings, and a 
policy of excluding undesirables and known 
trouble makers as residents has been adopted. 
The jury is getting results. 

Several other actions also are indicated on 
the part of public agencies. The city police 
courts, which fall within the direct jurisdic- 
tion of Mayor Tucker’s administration, were 


- charged by the jury with failing to prosecute 


vigorously minor crimes committed in the 
housing project area. A word from the Mayor 
ought to be sufficient to remedy this defect. 
The Aldermen were urged to consider adopt- 
ing stronger ordinances against loitering and 
trespassing in the projects. This is a respon- 
sibility of the Democratic leadership, spe- 
cifically Alderman John T. Curry in whose 
Fifth Ward the projects are situated. 

One other important step also is indicated, 
action by the tenants themselves through re- 
vived Tenants’ Councils to educate newcom- 
ers in standards of urban living as part of the 
process of making these fine new projects 
safe and desirable places in which to live. 


Time Is Running Out 

Although settlement of the steel dispute 
in the near future “looks awful hopeless,” as 
a federal mediator remarked, there is still 
time for an agreement to be worked out be- 
fore the 80-day injunction period expires 
Jan. 26. So we commend to the negotiators 
the words of Senator Case of New Jersey, a 
member of the Senate Labor Committee. He 
told his constituents that if the strike resumes 
after Jan. 26 there will be great pressures on 
Congress to act. 

“Indeed,” the Senator said, “public de- 
mand will force some action. The public will 
not it the nation’s economy to grind to 
a halt. The legislative result, in such circum- 
stances, could be a monstrosity, unfair to both 
mattagement and labor. Both sides have got 
to buckle down to real bargaining. If they 
want to continue working out their wages and 
‘working conditions through free collective 
bargaining, they have got to prove that the 
process works in the steel dispute.” 


The negotiators have had advice like this 
before. They have not accepted it, but it re- 
mains sound. It is discouraging that the rep- 
resentatives of industry and the United Steel- 
workers apparently cannot see that the future 
of free collective bargaining, as well their own 
immediate economic interest, is at stake here, 
and that a voluntary non-inflationary settle- 
ment is imperative. 


No Need for Big Brother 


Senators Mansfield and Hennings are press- 
ing the Air Force for an explanation of a 
policy statement written by a Forbes Base 
(Kan.) general, who decreed: “It will be nec- 
essary to know what the airman does with 
his off duty time, whom he associates with 

. every detail.” 

The general rescinded the order after some 
of his men compared the new policy with 
George Orwell’s novel “Nineteen Eighty-four” 
in which a mythical society is held together 
with aid of the admonition: “Big Brother is 
watching you.” That is the kind of policy pur- 
sued by totalitarian groups. It is abhorrent 
to our way of life. 

But teen-age members of the armed serv- 
ices who are away from home for the first 
time, and occasionally others, frequently need 
unsolicited advice and protection a 
harmful influences. The task of supervising 
recruits is an exacting one. Hanson Baldwin, 
New York Times military analyst, wrote after 
a recent tour of bases that too many recruits 
enter service with a switch-blade knife, flabby 
physique, poor morals and a “what’s-in-it-for- 
me?” attitude. When such a person is turned 
loose in a civilian community and crime en- 
sues, it is the civilian who quickly blames 
the military. s

First Step is to Elect a Good School Board That Will Avoid Politicking

A good school board will pick a first- 
rate superintendent who, in turn, will 
choose a first-rate principal, and these 
men, with the backing of the school 
board, will see to it that a good teach- 
ing staff is continually recruited and 
provided with stimulating leadership.

Why have the Boston Celtics, 
always strong, become even 
better? Because they've de- 
veloped a stronger bench, 
that’s why. During their win- 
ing streak, their reserves have 
averaged 40 points-a game. 

The record pfo basketball 
string of consecutive victories, 
17, was put together in 1948 
by the Washington Caps, who 
also were coached by Red 
Auerbach. Here earlier this 
season, Auerbach said he had 
no doubt that the best of the 
Caps could play with the Cel- 
tics — and he mentioned Bob 
Feerick, Freddie Scolari and 
Bones McKinney — but not the 
rest. 

The Celtics’ Frank Ramsey, 
who can play up front or on 
the back line, is a sixth regu- 
lar, and the unrelated Jones 
boys, Sam and K. C., have im- 
proved rapidly. Ramsey told 
a Boston writer he never had 
seen a better backcourt game 
than K. C. Jones played the 
other night at Philadelphia.

Chamberlain, who has changed 
the Warriors from a last-place 


team into a strong Eastern con- | 


tender and the best-drawing team 
in the circuit, has a 35.6 scoring 
average for his first 26 pro 
games. This week he hit 38 and 
then 43 in successive Warrior 
victories over Cincinnati. 
N.B.A.’s Top Rebounder. 

Wilt, who said on his lagt visit 
here that he considered it ‘a 
challenge” to play in the N.B.A., 
also is the No, 1 rebounder in 
the league, with an average of 
28 a game. That’s four better 
than Bill Russell is averaging 
for Boston’s Eastern Division 
leaders. 

Ed Macauley’s Hawks, 2-1 
against Philadelphia and the 
only team except Boston with a 
season’s edge over the Warriors, 
have held Chamberlain's point 
total down better than most 
clubs.

“Those Warriors are an ex- 
plosive team,” said the Hawk 
coach. “And they really can 
kill you wher! they get that-fast 
break moving. I saw them score 
four straight baskets this week 
against Cincinnati with Guy 
Rodgers at the tail end of the 
fast break.

The Hawks beat the Warriors 
twice by one point, 118-117 at 
Philly and 113-112 two weeks ago, 
just one night after absorbing 
a 124-112 reverse at the hands 
of Neil Johnston’s club at De- 
troit. In that one Philadelphia 
victory over the Hawks, Cham- 
berlain tallied 39 points. 

At Kiel, the Hawks have a 
7-3 season’s record, and against 
the Warriors they'll be seeking 
their fourth straight victory and 
eleventh in their most recent 15 
starts.

Offers Hints 


On Furniture 
Refinishing 


By HENRY J. BECHTOLD 

NEW YORK (UPI)—For those 
handymen who are bored be- 
cause Old Man Winter has ended 
their outdoor puttering, I offer 


a few helpful hints on getting 
that old furniture to look like 
new. 

A colorful coat of quality 
enamel will do the trick. How- 
ever, there are three points to 
remember if you want a first- 
class job on wood or metal furni- 
ture: Prepare the surface prop- 
erly, buy only quality enamel, 
apply it properly. 

Preparation of wood furniture 
can be easy. If the old finish is 
in good condition just remove 
any wax or oil with odorless 
paint thinner and then dull the 
gloss with steel wool, sandpaper 
or one of the new liquids de- 
signed for this purpose. 

A cracked or chipped finish 


, should be removed with paint 
' remover, following the instruc- 


tions for its use and neutraliza- 
tion, if necessary. Avoid breath- 
ing the fumes and bé @ire © 
provide plenty of ventilation. 
Fill any holes or cracks with 
water putty or plastic wood, ‘and 


i when the piece is dry, sand 


lightly before applying an en- 
amel undercoat. The topcoat 
should be applied only after the 
undercoat is completely dry. 

The job can be done more 
easily if all drawer pulls and 
other hardware are removed be- 
fore starting. 

An important point to remem- 
ber is not to brush out the en- 
amel as you would ordinary 
paint. Fill the brush and apply 
quickly and freely, flowing on 
the enamel with the grain of the 
wood. Without refilling the 
brush, stroke across the grain. 
This will spread the enamel 
evenly and cover any misses. 

Lastly, tap the brush against 
the inside of the can until it is 
nearly dry and then brush light- 
ly once more with the grain, 
making the strokes as long as 


» possible. This is especially im- 
| portant on vertical surfaces to 
' prevent snags. 


For small pieces, or those with 
intricate surfaces, you might 


: find the self-spraying enamels 
= handy to use. However, these 


are not meant for major dec- 
orating jobs. 

Refinishing metal furniture is 
done much the same way. Any 
rust spots should be sanded or 
steel-wooled away to bright met- 
al, which should then be primed 
with a metal primer such as zinc 


chromate. 


A noteworthy fact is that 
aluminum furniture which lost 
its sheen can ‘be enameled the 
same as iron or steel pieces. 
First apply the prime coat and 
then finish with.the enamel of 
your choice. 

You'll find it easier to do the 
chairs if you up-end them on a 
table and do the legs and other 
surfaces from this convenient 
height. 

For those who like to be dif- 
ferent, you might try the new 
multi-color enamels which give 
a mottled or polka-dot effect. 
Most multi-colors are sprayed on 
with the spray attachment on a 
vacumm cleaner, although some 
can be brushed or rolled on.

Favor New 
Centers 


All factors favor continued ex- 
pansion for the growing shop- 
ping center industry, states 
James B. Douglas, prominent 
Seattle center developer, in the 
current issue of Urban Land. 
This is a publication of the Urban 
Land Institute of Washington, 
D.C., an independent research 
organization specializing in urban 
planning and development. 

The steady movement to the 
suburbs of young families with 
good incomes; more freeways 
and two-car families; the con- 
gestion and parking problems of 
the downtown areas; and a more 
receptive attitude by prospective 
tenants are the major reasons 
given by Douglas for the bright 
future of large regional shop- 
ping centers. 

He urged that shopping center 
planners use the “really sound 
back-up team” that is available 
today to ‘supplement their own 
managerial know-how. He in- 
cluded architects, market ana- 
lysts, sales promotion special- 
ists, accountants and ‘“‘tenants 
who know suburban marketing” 
in this group. 

Douglas cautioned developers 
against sacrificing ‘‘complete- 
ness” in their centers for high 
rentals. He pointed out that serv- 
ice establishments such as post 
offices and banks build traffic, 
Centers should not avoid accept- 
ing businesses “completely di- 
vorced”’ from shopping, he de- 
clared, and should have room 
for the expansion of existing 
tenants as well as for desirable 
new ones “but not at the expense 
of parking space.” 

Mr. Douglas stated that, in his 
opinion, ‘“‘very few centers in the 
United States were earning an 
adequate return because of high 
insurance and tax rates, un- 
sound lease deals, and ,tenants 
who lack magnetism ‘for cus- 
tomers. He pointed out that de- 
velopers must “unlearn’’ some 
of the expensive ideas they have 
had about center construction 
and ‘‘must take some of the frost- 
ing off the cake because the vol- 
ume we can put through a shop- 
ping center today will not jus- 
tify some of these costs.” 

“Developers of regional shop- 
ping centers should endeavor to 
become a vital force in their 
area’s growth,” Douglas added. 
They should provide leadership 
in the development of multiple 
housing, medical 

amusement facilities and office 


space. ,

He’s Enchanted 
By ‘Wizard of Oz’ 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18. 

“THE WIZARD OF OZ” is pure magic, and I must thank 
the Columbia Broadcasting System for putting it on the net- 
work, It's for children of all ages, as the saying goes, but 
most particularly for my age. Here is Judy Garland (not the 
present, still glorious but 
slightly battle-scarred 
Judy), but a 14-year-old 
fresh - faced, fresh - voiced 
Judy with stars in her 
eyes, singing “Over the 
Rainbow” as if the words 
were all new. 

Here are the Munchkins 
singing in ‘“The Merry Old 


Tin Woodman, But, I sup- 
pose a large part of it is 
the fact that I saw it 20 
years ago when it first 
came out and it gains 
luster with each passing 
year. But what a lot of marvelous touches! I'd forgotten how 
superb were the shots of flat Kansas with its endless lines 
of marching telephone poles (based on Grand Wood's paint- 
ings).

Writer Recalls No Collapse of Belief, Just Awareness That Dad Better Get Message, Too

night—not even with a lot of 
elves, reindeer, Mrs. Santa 
Claus and whatnot helping him. 

For us it was a slow and com- 
fortable transition, redolent with 
the fragrance of new bicycle 
paint and Christmas oranges. 
From wide-eyed belief we shift- 
ed into a kind of holly-decked 
agnosticism but not to atheism, 
never to that. Our mother and 
father were not amohg those in 
the neighborhood who considered 
us backward children, but they 
never got around to 
the non-existence of Santa Claus. 
And we brothers did not discuss 
it among ourselves. 

I was a shy, bumbling and 
naive youth slow to learn the 
ways of the world. My brothers 
were staggered along at suitable 
intervals behind me. My recol- 
lection is, however, that we were 
at no time, from infancy on- 
ward, unmindful of the necessity 
for keeping our father properly 
briefed on what we wanted for 
Christmas. The letters to Sapta 
went up the chimney, all right, 
and our hopeful prayers with 
them, but our father was Santa’s 
vicar and he always got an in- 
formation copy. 

The charming discrepancies, 
irrelevancies and anachronisms 
of the Christmas season as ob- 
served in the United States—not 
to mention the geographic and 
linguistic barriers that have to 
be overleaped—do not bother 
children much. That is, they 
did not 30 years ago, and I 


whom seemed long on tradition 
and short on gifts. We found 
pale and melancholy the intel- 
ligence that some children in 
foreign countries did not get 
anything for Christmas at all, 
but observed some other day, 
and put out shoes rather than 
hang up stockings. 

Santa was a clear picture in 
our minds, a man who liked to 
have snow for his sleigh but 
could get along without it if he 
had to, a man to whom the re- 
supply logistics of getting mil- 
lions of children taken care of 
in one night were as nothing. 
More complex was our picture of 
the carol singer. 

The carol singer or typical 
Yule celebrant extended across 
the centuries, with one slippered 
foot in Medieval Europe and the 


My brothers and I never wor- 
ried, when we were young, about 


Santa Claus and his reindeer 
having a dry time of it south of 
Minnesota. We were always put 
to bed pretty early Christmas 
eve, after we had hung up our 
stockings. It always took a long 
time to get to sleep, because of 
the excitement, and the strange 
noises . . . The draggings, the 
thumpings and the tearing of pa- 
per... that could be heard in 
the living room. 

Christmas morning we were up 
before dawn, jumping with ex- 
citement and anticipation. The 
house would be cold and dark, 
but the glow of Santa Claus’s be- 
neficence was everywhere. We 
could always sneak in and grab 
our stockings from the mantel 
before father, trumpeting like a 


where father was getting the fire 
started. Finally mother would 
tell us we could go in. The lights 
went on. She and father would 
stand there beaming as each 
child discovered his “‘big’’ pres- 
ents—the unwrapped ones left by 
Santa—and then dived under the 
tree for more obscure bounty. 
Even when we were quite 
small, there was a clear distinc- 
tion between Santa Claus’s boun- 
ty and the gifts that came from

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our parents, friends and rela- 
tives. Santa never left utilitarian 
things. He had the good sense to 
stick to toys. The shoes, ties 
and shirts came from mundane 
sources. I got so I could detect 
at a glance, without hefting 
them, the packages that con- 
tained socks and handkerchiefs. 
They did not count. 


It was daylight by the time 
we were dragged off to break- 
fast. Later in the morning came 
church where, seated in a high- 
backed pew, a child could amuse 
himself by trying to forget what 
day it was, and then experi- 
encing, all over again, the joy 


Listening to St. Luke’s story 
of the nativity as read from the 
pulpit, we assumed that the Holy 
Family, the kings, shepherds and 
angels addressed each other in 
sonorous English. It concerned 
us not at all that the lovely fig- 
ure of the infant Jesus, done in 
the Italian manner, looked about 
3 years old and was not the tiny 
baby one might have expected 
to see. Still less were we 
troubled by the absence of snow 
in Bethlehem, or the fact that 
Joseph never saw a reindeer. 

We believed what we wanted 
to believe. The sudden aban- 
donment of the Clausian myth, 
which parents fear, did not oc- 
cur. The important thing, I sup- 
pose, was that we continued to 
believe in Christmas.

TRANSFERRED TO the screen at the FOX THEATER, 
“LI'L ABNER,” the musical about Al Capp’s comic-strip 
characters, continues to be the same amiable, high-spirited 


burlesque and engaging satire, shrewdly corny, amusing and 
entertaining. 
“nye The director-producer-writer team of Nor- 
- “\ man Panama and Melvin Frank, who did 
& it for the stage, made the movie version. 
Presumably they knew they had a good 
» thing, for they didn’t try to improve it one 
whit, add one touch of sophistication, 
subtlety, or realism. The characters, 
headed by Peter Palmer of the stage show 
Abner, and Leslie Parrish as Daisy Mas, are the same 
preposterous caricatures right out of the comic strip, still 
' working out a plot based on the standing joke of the monu- 
mental stupidity of the citizens of Dogpatch. The ramshackle 
cabins, even the scenery, are still of an impressionistic 
nature. I think they went a little too far in following stage 
procedure in having all the characters play .toward the front, 
as on the stage. 

The tunes by Gene de Paul are pleasant, and Johnny 
Mercer’s lyrics are clever—this is particularly true in the 
musical outburst about Jubilation T. Cornpone, the famous 

' Confederate general from Dogpatch who ‘saved the Union by 
his blunders. The Sadie Hawkins ballet, followed as it was 
created on the stage by Michael Kidd, only, over a larger 
terrain, is wonderful in its verve. Mr. Palmer is perfect as 
the dim-witted hero. Miss Parrish is sweetly voluptuous 
indeed. Stubby Kaye is the fat unctuous Marryin’ Sam, and 
Howard St. John is General Bullmoose. Julie Newmar of the 
fabulous figure has been called back to once again be Stupe- 
fyin’ Jones.

“Jules Verne Adventure 


WHILE ALL the science fiction movies have been moving 
to outer space, producer-writer Charles Brackett had a better 
idea. He went the other way—down. He took Jules Verne’s 
tall story, “JOURNEY TO THE CENTER OF THE EARTH,” 

. and with director Henry Levin and Walter 
Reisch to help him with the script, turned 
it into a highly imaginative and rousing 
adventure film. It is showing at the ST. 
LOUIS. 

Two Scat scientists, James Mason and 
Pat Boone, find a rock with an inscription 
on it that proves an Icelandic scientist pen- 
etrated to the center of the earth several hundred years 
before. They are joined by Arlene Dahl as the widow of 
a’ Danish scientist killed trying it, and an Icelandic guide, 
Peter Ronson. They have not ignored conflict any more than 
womanly beauty—this is a well-trimmed adventure—there is 
also a rival, a count out to murder them. 

As they start out from caverns in Iceland and go down 
3963 miles, they encounter all sorts of wonders and perils— 
glittering caverns of jewel-like formations, a forest of giant 
mushrooms, a salt desert,.an underground sea, a magnetic 
storm, the Lost City of Atlantis, prehistoric carnivorous rep- 
tiles and a terrific earthquake before an updraft spews them 
out of the crater of Stromboli. 

This is, of course, very, very deep stuff, but not dra- 
matically. No one could possibly take it seriously, even small 
boys. But it is intriguing adventure, quite fascinating at 
times.

They are St. Louis’s neediest, 
the ill and infirm, the unem- 
ployed and unemployable, the 
crippled child and the blind man, 
the mother deserted by her hus- 
band or the widow who has no 
relatives to care for her, 

They are the ones for whom 
the Post-Dispatch sponsors its 
annual Christmas Fund, seeking 
to meet specific needs and give 
the community’s underprivileged 
homes a brighter Christmas and 
a happier 1960. In some cases, 
a gift to meet that need will put 
a family back on its feet or give 
an unemployed man courage to 
become self-supporting again. 

Contributions now total $13,451. 

Most of those whose cases are 
being listed in the Everyday 
Magazine of the Post-Dispatch 
are on relief, but their checks— 
many as low as $65 a month— 
cannot begin to cover the extras 
they need, such as diet foods, 
glasses, dentures, wheelchairs, 
radios or fuel. Many, in fact, 
cannot afford enough food or 
clothing. | 

These are authentic cases 
taken from the rolls of agencies 
comprising the Health and Wel- 
fare Council. The Council’s 
Christmas Bureau is co-sponsor 
of the fund. 

All money contributed goes to 
the needy or to the agencies 
serving them. None is used for 
administration.

THIS IS THE CASE of young 
parents who have attempted to 
become self-reliant yet are 
handicapped by their lack of ed- 
ucation.

Floor Waxes 


By Hubbard Cobb 


ONE of the best ways to keep 
any kind of floor in good condi- 
tion and to make it easy to keep 
clean is to keep it coated with 
wax. One of the tricks today is 
to know what is the correct wax 
for a particular kind of floor. 
Here’s what we mean: 


Wood floors should be waxed 
every three months or so using 
a paste or liquid solvent-base 
wax. Never use a water-thinned 
wax on a wood floor and don’t 
use water for cleaning off the 
old wax because watef is harm- 
ful to the wood. Use. a solvent 
type floor cleaner for cleaning 
wood floors. 


Asphalt tile, just to make life 
complicated, should never be 
coated with a solvent-base wax 
either liquid or paste, for the 
solvents are harmful to the tile. 
The only suitable kind of wax to 
use on these tile is a water 
thinned wax. Tile can be cleaned 
with a cloth dampened in water. 
Rubber tile is another material 
that should only be waxed with 
a water-thinned wax, never with 
a solvent-base wax.

| NEW YORK, Dec. 18. 

I HAVE NOT ALWAYS HAD the warmest feelings toward 
John L. Lewis, but when one-reads that, at 80, he is about 
to resign, having led the miners.for 40 years, one goes back,

With more 

knowledge and deeper insight, she said: “He is a 

very good labor leader. He just happens to be the 

type who would always say ‘Mama knows best.’ In 

his case it would be ‘Papa knows best.’”’ 

\ Perhaps for those he led it was essential to have this 
type of labor leader, so we must be grateful for his accom- 
plishments, congratulate him warmly, and hope for him happy 
and contended years of retirement.
